MILITARY SIMPLIFICATION 


NE OF THE MAJOR DIFFICULTIES 

hampering full co-operation between 
allies in wartime lies in the differences in 
their technical, equipment. Ammunition 
will fit the guns of one country but not 
of its .co-fighter; bombs fit the bomb 
racks of the maker’s planes but not those 
of its friendly neighbor; truck tires, uni- 
forms, threads bolts, types of arms, 
small and large, all differ from nation to 
nation. Integration of forces in battle is 
by no means enhanced by such conditions, 
and the increasing use of highly com- 
plicated electronic equipment and the skills 
necessary to operate it have -emphasized 
the need to bring armaments and auxili- 
ary services into line. 

An important start was made on this 
in 1947, when Canadian, American and 
British experts met to survey the situa- 
tion. Still later, the creation of the Brussels 
Treaty group—Britain, France. and the 
Benelux. nations—resulted in considerable 
standardization of the arms of those coun- 
tries. The larger problem of trans-Atlantic 
standardization --continued under attack,
